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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/769,223 on 
November 22, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 5 and 10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 7, 2005. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on November 22, 2005. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kresse. With regard 
to claim 1, Kresse teaches a vehicle powertrain comprising an engine 12 coupled to an 
electronically-controlled transmission 14, a method for controlling the vehicle powertrain during 
a transmission shift from a neutral gear (neutral) to a drive gear (drive), the method comprising: 
detecting a change in a signal indicative of a desired transmission gear change from a neutral 
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gear to a drive gear 100; reducing an engine idle speed ES by a predetermined RPM (ES - 
ES_LMT) in response to said change in said signal; and shifting the transmission from the 
neutral gear into the drive gear 1 16 upon said engine idle speed being reduced by said 
predetermined RPM 1 14. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, 6, 8-9, and 11-12 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

With regard to Kresse, applicant argues that Kresse does not teach the step of reducing 
the engine idle speed by a predetermined RPM. 

Previously, the variable of ES_LMT was used to describe the engine idle. This was 
inadvertent. The variable of ES should have been shown instead (see above). Steps 104 and 1 14 
best represent the step of reducing the engine idle speed by the predetermined RPM. If a shift 
from neutral to drive is sensed in step 100, then the Engine Speed Limit (ES_LMT) is set at 
1500RPM. If at this step, the throttle is closed, then the engine would be running at idle speed. 
If said idle speed ES (during idle) was above ESJLMT, then it would be ramped down by a 
predetermined RPM (current idle ES - ES_LMT). After the idle speed is reduced (step 114), the 
transmission is then shifted (step 116). As currently claimed, Kresse does teach the limitation of 
reducing an engine idle speed by a predetermined RPM. Applicant's arguments have been 
considered, but are not persuasive.
